Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Although the 
references of record show some similar features of applicant's claimed device, they fail 
to show or teach the claimed invention, wherein the guide pieces have holes passing 
through the top parts of the side walls of each guide piece, and a flexible wire member 
passes through each hole to connect the guide pieces together. While Tsuchida 
teaches guide pieces that are joined together to form an elongated bendable screen 
guide, his guide pieces are joined to each other by protrusions that fit into holes in the 
side walls of each guide. The examiner believes there is no proper motivation to 
combine the reference of record to produce the applicant's claimed device.
